“ Local m anufacturers,” 
Mr. Sloane added, “ have never op- 
posed new industries here, but on the 
contrary they have expressed a desire 
to see other concerns locate here, be­ 
cause they appreciate w hat it would 
mean to G ettysburg as a whole to 
have more wage earners.” 
Ask For Building 
The Baltimore shoe m anufacturing 
concern asked for the following con­ 
cessions from G ettysburg, as a com­ 
munity, before it would establish a 
branch here, according to Mr. Sloane:

“The Chamber of Commerce is just

Lawrence Utz, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jacob Utz, near St. Bartholomew's 
church, is confined to the arm y post 
hospital at the C af!isle barracks, C ar­ 
lisle, today in a precarious condition 
as a result of the explosion of a hand 
grenade which he had been carrying 
about in his pocket while on a fur­ 
lough in Hanover, last week. 
The 
mishap occurred Friday afternoon at 
about 4:30 o’clock 
while Utz w*as 
visiting his sister, Gladys, a t the Gen­ 
eral Cigar Company’s plant, 
Bank 
Lane, w*here she is employed. 
His injuries consist of serious burns 
on the face and neck, the left arm 
and left side, both hands and prac­ 
tically the whole anterior surface of 
the trunk.

along the shores of the Susquehanna 
here. 
They are preparing for the 
summer season which brings with it 
fishing, garden truck arid work only 
when necessary. 
Some of the homes in this little 
settlement are houseboats and these 
are being made ready to slide down 
the crude ways into the river where 
they will rest throughout the summer. 
Fishing tackle is being resurrected 
and the permanent dwellers are mak­ 
ing their gardens. 
Men, women and children live in 
this colony. 
They all have sufficient 
to keep them from want, are happy 
and assert they are satisfied with their 
lot. 
During the winter the men work 
in the city factories but in summer 
steady wiork finds no place on their 
programs. They are frugal and their 
winter savings almost always carry 
them through the summer months. 
The colonists live unto themselves.

"Long Distance/' then and now 


The first public demonstration cf "long distance" telephone conversa- 
tion was held in November of 1876 between Boston and Salem, fifteen 
miL-w apart. At both points were posted notices commanding absolute 
silence of those present, lest the experiment fail. 


As lines were established between more distant cities, the struggle with 
"outside" and " inside" noises increased. 
Those who used the toll 


service in the Nineties and even later will recall how they had to shout 
to drown out the buzz and crackling on the wires, if possible. 


In fair weather, all went well — sometimes. But the storms of winter, and 
even of .ummer, put the crude lines out of service in wholesale fashion. 


It is not unnatural that fifty years of telephone history should have marked 
g^eat progress in these respects. 
- 


That the ordinary tone of voice now carries to the Pacific or to Cuba 
perhaps causes no public wonder — certainly not so much as to the thou- 
sands of technicians who worked so many years against great obstacles 
to accomplish it. 


We are fast approaching a practically storm-proof plant in Pennsylvania, 
in which over three million miles of exchange wire and a quarter of a 
million of toll wire are now in cables. 


In many ways not consciously observed by the users of the service it is 
being surrounded by continually increased protection and dependability. 
And today, greater effort is being made along these lines than at any 
previous time in our fifty years of history.

The first public demonstration cf “ long distance” telephone conversa­ 
tion was held in November of 1876 between Boston and Salem, fifteen 
mile*, apart. At both points were posted notices commanding absolute 
silence of those present, lest the experiment fail.
